Confirmation of Disaster. 

Rome, Dec. 20—The cruiser Pied- 
monte took 500 women and children 
from Messina today. The king and 
queen departed for Sicily on a special 
train at 1 p.m, today. Tonight’s news 
irom Messina confirms the previous 
reports of the gravity of the disaster, 
A Sicilian deputy telegraphs from Mes- 
sina that that city is entirely destroy- 
ed; that tens of thousands have per- 
ished and that fire has completed the 
work of the earthquake. At eight 
o'clock tonight, the minister of the in- 
terior reevived the iollowing telegram: 
“Reggio has been completely destroy- 
ed; the dead are innumerable; five 
shoe “ks, all very severe; destroyed the 
city; assistance is urgently needed.”
